She came to Newport in 1959, right after she earned her Bachelor of Arts in 
Education at Keene State College and began teaching the Third Grade in Richards 
School. She continued teaching the Third Grade there until 1980, and for the last four 
of those years she was the school’s head teacher. In 1977 and 1978 she took on the 
added responsibility of directing the Title | Program. 

Her work was recognized in 1974 when she received the Outstanding Elementary 
Teacher Award, but it had been recognized here long before that. 

When she died last November 1, Sharon DeMayo left Newport a legacy of a whole 
generation of people who, as third graders, had discovered the fun of learning. 

We gratefully dedicate this 1980 Newport Town Report to her memory.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


The year 1980 was a productive one as we compare our accomplishments with the 
goals which were established by the Board of Selectmen and the Department Heads at 
the beginning of the year. 

— We reduced the Town’s share of the tax rate by $.50 (from $10.70 per $1,000 of 
taxable property to $10.20 per $1,000). Hard work and innovative ideas from our 
employees and from the Board of Selectmen made this tax decrease possible. (Please 
see the graphs at the end of this report.) 

— Wecompleted 1980 witha surplus in excess of $130,000. We plan to use all of this 
surplus in 1981 to once again reduce the Town’s share of the tax rate. 

— We increased the Town’s general fund balance by nearly $200,000 (from $35,000 
to $233,000). 

— We sold 14 parcels of tax title land, and more than $40,000 was deposited in the 
Town’s general fund as a result of this sale. 

— We sold the Nettleton House, which is the brick structure located on Central 
Street. This structure is now being renovated by the new owner. 

— We renovated the ambulance garage on Meadow Road. 

— We insulated the attics of five Town buildings with fiberglass insulation to make 
them more energy efficient, and we installed storm windows on the Fire Station. 

— Wecompleted and occupied the Public Works Garage which is located 1.5 miles 
south of the center of Town on Route 10. 

— We installed storm windows on the stained glass windows in the Opeta House, 
renovated half of the stained glass windows in the Opera House, and completed 
repairs to the slate roof on the Town Hall clock tower. 

— We improved the ice hockey rink located at the High School by installing a clay 
base for the rink, and we repaired the Town Common underground sprinkler system. 

— We constructed a new sewer pumping station on Sunapee Street and 17 new 
sewer manholes through which leaks in the sewer system will be located and repaired. 

— We rebuilt the North Newport covered bridge. 

— We negotiated a contract with the City of Claremont which will allow Newport to 
share Claremont’s landfill. In return for this service, Newport will pay 1/3 of the cost 
of operating this landfill. 

— We obtained a 5% interest loan from the Farmer’s Home Administration for the 
purchase of a new modular ambulance, and purchased a new diesel truck and snow 
plow for the Highway Department. 

— We established an Historic District surrounding the Town Common, and 
removed all parking meters from the downtown shopping area. 

— We settled 3 law suits filed against the Town by the Sandell Development 
Corporation. These out-of-court settlements will permit the construction of 44 units of 
elderly housing on Pearl Street. 

— The Town won a law suit filed against it by Robert A. Shackett which charged 
that the Barton Farm Road was a Class V road. The State Supreme Court and the 
Superior Court agreed with the Town’s position that this road is a Class VI road, and 
that as such, it does not have to be maintained by the Town. 

— We located two new water well sites on lands now owned by the Town. These well 
sites are capable of yielding 1.5 million gallons of drinkable water each day.

For the Town Meeting of March 10, 1981 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Junior - Senior High School in 
said Town of Newport on the second Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE |: To elect two Selectmen for a term of three years and one Selectmen for 
a term of two years. 

ARTICLE 2: To elect three members of the Budget Committee for a term of three 
years and one for one year. 

ARTICLE 3: To elect a Town Clerk and Town Treasurer, both for a term of three 
years. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town is in favor of adopting an amendment to the 
existing Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Newport Planning Board. Said 
amendment amends Article II, Section 206.1 (Rural Zone - Permitted Uses) to permit 
grocery or variety stores of not more than 3,000 sq. ft. in floor area in a rural zone 
provided that said stores are not located within 1,000 ft. in a direct line from other 
grocery or variety stores. (Approved by the Newport Planning Board.) 

ARTICLES: To see if the Town is in favor of adgpting the National Fire Protection 
Association code entitled “Chimneys, Fireplaces & Vents 1977”. This code would 
apply only to chimneys, fireplaces and vents constructed after the adoption of the 
code. (Not approved by the Newport Planning Board.) 

ARTICLE 6: To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission for three years and 
all other Officers, Auditors, Agents and Committees necessary to conduct Town 
Business. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the Town to meet current expenses 
in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 8: To hear the reports of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Auditors and 
Committees heretofore chosen. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to transfer tax 
liens and convey property acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deeds by public 
auction (or advertise sealed bid), or in such other manner as determined by the 
Selectmen. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
apply for and accept any and all Federal or State grants which may be available to the 
Town. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to employ 
auditors to inspect and audit the books of the Town and its departments for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to rescind the vote of the 1975 Town 
Meeting taken under Article | 1 to establish semi-annual tax billing, and replace it with 
a 1% discount on 1981 property taxes paid on or before a date to be established by vote 
of the Town Meeting. Note: If this article passes, the Town Meeting will have to 
appropriate an additional $36,000 over and above the amount requested by the Board 
of Selectmen under Article 13. ($20,000 for additional TAN interest and $16,000 for 
the 1% discount). (Submitted without recommendation by the Board of Selectmen.) 

ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to approve and adopt the recommendations 
of the Budget Committee, raise and appropriate the various sums contained in the 
report and listed in the Budget, and to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund for use as setoff against the following 


debt service: PURPOSE 
1979 Public Works Garage Debt Service $25,000 
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To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400,000 for 
reconstruction of the Cross Street Bridge and to authorize payment thereof by the 
following means: 


1. Authorize the acceptance of any State and Federal aid which the Town 
might be eligible for regarding this purpose; 

2. Issue serial notes or bonds under and in accordance with the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA Chapter 33, as amended) and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such 
actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and 
delivery of such bonds or notes that shall be in the best interest of the 
Town, provided, however, that this appropriation shall not be utilized 
unless the Federal Government contributes $320,000 toward the cost and 
the State contributes $40,000 toward the cost. (Note: The cost to the 
Town will be $40,000 plus interest.) 

(Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(B) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for the 
purpose of temporarily reopning the Cross Street bridge and to authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund. (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(C) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, 
accept and expend $275,000 in federal grant funds from the Urban Development 
Action Grant Program for the construction of a new bridge, water and sewer lines and 
the resurfacing of Sand Hill Road. (Note: 100% of this appropriation will be federal 
grand funds.) (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(D) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,300 for the 
purchase of a pick-up truck for the Director of Public Works. (Submitted without 
recommendation by the Budget Committee.) . 

(E) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,838 for the 
purpose of paying for a third attendant for the Ambulance Department. (Submitted 
without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(F) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,800 for the 
purchase of equipment for the Ambulance Department, and to authorize payment 
thereof by the issuance of serial notes or bonds under and in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA Chapter 33, as amended) and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take such other actions as may be 
necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds and notes 
as shall be in the best interest of the Town. (Submitted without recommendation by 
the Budget Committee.) 

(G) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the 
purpose of installing a coal burner at the Recreation Center. (Submitted without 
recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(H) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for the 
purpose of insulating the Municipal Building attic, and to authorize the withdrawal of 
the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. 
(Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(1) To see if the Town will vote to rias¢ and appropriate the sum of $4,682 for the 
purpose of joining the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council, and to have the Town 
Master Plan updated with technical assistance from the Upper Valley - Lake Sunapee 
Council, (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(J) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sums listed below for 
resurfacing the following streets with farmers mix: 


Maple St. Ext. $48,000 
Chandlers Mills Rd. (the first 1,000 ft.) 11,700 
(Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 
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(K) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,000 for the 
purpose of placing gravel on that part of Chandlers Mills Road which is presently 
paved except for the first 1,000 ft., and to authorize the withdrawal of the amount 
required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted 
without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(L) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $11,700 for the 
purpose of repairing the roof, adding storm windows, making electrical improvements 
and installing energy efficiency improvements in the Town Hall/Opera House and to 
authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund and to authorize the acceptance of any funds from the County 
of Sullivan. ($9,700 submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(M) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,300 for the 
purchase of a new boiler and heating system for the Police Station and jail, and to 
authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(N) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for the 
purpose of hiring an assessing clerk to work approximately 10 hours per week. 
(Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(O) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 for the 
purchase of a used ladder truck for the Fire Department, and to authorize payment 
thereof by the following means: 


1. Transferring the sum of $26,000 from the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund; 

2. Issue serial notes or bonds for the balance under and in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA Chapter 33, as 
amended) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds and determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take such 
other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale 
and delivery of such bonds and notes as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town. 

(Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(P) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $68,232 for the 
purpose of contracting for landfill service with the City of Claremont, and to authorize 
payment thereof by the following means: 


1. $37,500 through taxation; 

2. $27,500 from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund; 
and to see if the Town will vote to create a regional refuse disposal planning committee 
to work with the NH/ VT Solid Waste project to find a solution for our waste disposal 
problem and further to authorize the withdrawal of the sum of $3,232 from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund for the expenses of the project and to authorize the moderator 
to appoint said committees within 10 days of Town Meeting. (Submitted with 
recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(Q) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $75,000 for the 
purpose of permanently closing the present landfill as mandated by the State of New 
Hampshire, and to authorize payment thereof by the issuance of serial notes or bonds 
under and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA 
Chapter 33, as amended) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take 
such other actions as may be necessary to affect the issuance, negotiation, sale and 
delivery of such bonds and notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town. 
(Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 
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(R) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000 for the 
purpose of sandblasting and painting the North Newport steel bridge and to authorize 
the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(S) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $48,166 for the 
purchase of a diesel dump truck with plow and two sanders for the Highwy 
Department, and to authorize payment thereof by the issuance of serial notes or bonds 
under and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA 
Chapter 33, as amended) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take 
such other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and 
delivery of such bonds and notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town. 
(Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(1) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the 
purchase of a one ton four-wheel drive dump truck with plow for the Highway 
Department and to authorize payment thereof by the issuance of serial notes or bonds 
under and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA 
Chapter 33, as amended) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take 
such other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and 
delivery of such bonds and notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town. 
(Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

(U) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $27,500 for the 
purpose of constructing a ramp to provide an entrance to the Opera House for the 
elderly and handicapped and to authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for 
this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommendation 
by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$115,000 for the installation of an elevator in the Town Hall and to authorize payment 
thereof by the following means: 


1. Transferring the sum of $28,000 plus interest earned that is legally 
available from the elevator account funds voted at the 1975 Town 
Meeting. 

2. Authorize the acceptance of any State or Federal aid which the Town 
might be eligible for regarding this project; 

3. Issue serial notes or bonds for the balance under and in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA Chapter 33, as 
amended) and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take such 
other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale 
and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town. 

(By Petition.) (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken under Article 
16H of the 1975 Town Meeting to appropriate $28,000 in Revenue Sharing Funds to 
be spent with county funds, for the construction of an elevator in the Town 
Hall/Opera House. 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 for the Sullivan County Nutrition Program and to authorize the withdrawal of 
the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. 
(Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,750 for the purpose of installing a separate electric meter and double doors in the 
District Court building. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 
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ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300 
for the purpose of purchasing material for the preservation of old documents, 
photographs and other material for the Newport Historical Society and to authorize 
the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000 for the purchase of a chipper for the Highway Department, and to authorize 
payment thereof by the issuance of serial notes or bonds under and in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NHRSA Chapter 33, as amended) and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; and to take such other actions as may be 
necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds and notes 
as shall be in the best interest of the Town. (Submitted without recommendation by 
the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500 for the purpose of needed repairs and resurfacing of three tennis courts at the 
Athletic Recreation Complex. (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget 
Committee.) 

ARTICLE 21: Tosee if the Town will vote to apply for, accept and expend Federal 
funds in the amount of $23,000 from the Land and Water Conservation Fund for the 
purpose of constructing two ballfields on property presently owned by the School 
Department of the Town of Newport, and located just north of the Newport High 
School football field. $23,000 is to come from the Newport School Department 
appropriation and/or from the Town of Newport appropriation and the remaining 
$23,000 from the Land and Water Conservation Fund, for a total expenditure of 
$46,000. (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,600 for the purchase of a universal gym for the exercise - weight lifting room at the 
Community Center. (Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and authorize 
the withdrawal from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund for use as _ setoffs against 
budget appropriations in the amount indicated, and further to authorize the 
Selectmen to make pro-rata reductions in the amounts if estimated entitlements are 
reduced or take other action hereon:

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Cemetery Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of Revised Statutes Annotated 35:1 and 35:3 for the 
specific purpose of purchasing a vehicle and to transfer any amount in future 
Cemetery Department budgets which may be appropriated for this purpose. 
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ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
have a traffic light installed at the corner of Central and Main Streets at no cost to the 
Town. 

ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to rescind the two-hour parking limit 
ordinance now in effect. 

ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
have 20% of all future capital improvements to the municipal water and sewer systems 
paid for through the general tax rate. 

ARTICLE 29: To see if the Town will vote to reclassify the following roads: 


1. Reclassify a section of Pike Hill (road #68) from class five to class six, 
beginning at a point where road #69 joins Pike Hill Road eastward 1,610 
feet, to the area commonly known as Weed’s Pit. 

2. Reclassify a section of Motschman Road to class six, beginning at road 
#149 northward 2,310 feet along road #145, to road #63 known as 
Motschman Road. 

3. Reclassify a section of Ram Brook Road, (road #120), to class six from 
the last house on the left 1,080 feet north-easterly to road #138. 

4. Reclassify a section of road #94, known as Blueberry Ridge Road, to class 
six from the intersection of road #62, westerly 850 feet, to road #142. 

5. To remove road #140 from the State road book. This is not a Town road. 

6. Reclassify a section of Rowell Road (road #92), to class six from road #91 
(Croydon Brook Road) south-westerly 1,930 feet. 

7. Reclassify a section of Edgell Road (road #137) to class six, easterly from 
property now owned by Mrs. Maxine Snow, to a point 300 feet west of 
road #137’s intersection with road #91 (Croydon Brook Road). 

ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town of Newport will vote to adopt the following 
ordinance concerning Sunday business activities: 

WHEREAS, Chapter 332-D of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes regulates 
Sunday Business Activities; and 

WHEREAS, RSA 332-D authorizes Selectmen to adopt ordinances permitting and 
regulating retail businesses, plays, games, sports, and exhibitions on the Lord’s Day; 

Section 1: Sunday Activities Permitted -- All retail business activities not otherwise 
prohibited by law may be conducted in the Town of Newport on any day of the week, 
including Sundays, Memorial Day and Veterans Day. (By Petition.) 

ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and 
Senators who represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current 
session of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the State 
Constitution to limit the annual increase in spending by the State or any city, town or 
other governmental unit of the State to five percent. (By Petition.) 

ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
sell and convey Town property and/or easements over land owned by the Town and 
located on the southerly side of Route 103 in Guild to Edmond Goodwin. (This land is 
needed by Mr. Goodwin to provide access to a proposed mobile home park to be built 
on the southern side of the Sugar River on property now owned by Pearl Durant.) The 
granting of said land and/ or easements shall be conditional upon compliance with the 
following stipulations: 


1. The developer must submit to the Board of Selectmen plans and 
specifications for the proposed bridge. The bridge must be a two lane 
bridge with a sidewalk, its design must be in conformance with the H-20 
bridge standards of the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways, 
and be approved by the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways 
and the Board of Selectmen. 
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2. That the developer must submit to the Board of Selectmen those plans 
that are required by Section 501.3 and 501.4 of the Newport Zoning 
Ordinance, which plans shall be evaluated by a professional engineer 
selected by the Board of Selectmen, and the Town shall be reimbursed by 
the developer for the cost of having these plans evaluated. 

ARTICLE 33: To transact any other business which may legally come before said 
meeting. (Polls shall be open for the reception of ballots at 9:30 A.M. and shall not be 
closed earlier than 7:00 P.M., and Article 7 through Article 33 will be taken up starting 
at 6:00 P.M.)

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Listed below are brief reports from each of the divisions of the Public Works 
Department. 


Highway Department 


The Bradford Road, T.R.A. project, is proceeding on schedule. During 1980, the 
entire length of Bradford Road was shimmed. In 1980, the final resurfacing will 
begin. 


Farmer’s Mix was used to resurface Old Springfield Road, Paradise Road, a 
section of Maple Street Extension, Old Goshen Road, Breakneck Road, and 
Mechanic Stret. 


The following streets were paved: Belknap Avenue (west end), River Street, 
School Street, and Coitview. 


All of the streets in Town and the Streets and Roads east of Town have had street 
signs erected on them. Unfortunately, vandals have destroyed nearly forty of these 
new signs.

Landfill 


The State of New Hampshire Bureau of Solid Waste has ordered the Town to close 
its Landfill no later than March 31, 1981. The Selectmen and their staff have spent 
many hours reviewing alternatives for the disposal of Newport’s solid waste. 


During 1980, it was determined that the most feasible of these alternatives was 
joint use of the Claremont Landfill. At the 1981 Town Meeting, you will be asked to 
vote on a number of articles relative to solid waste disposal for the Town of Newport. 


Water Department 


In response to a 1979 report by Anderson - Nichols, the Water Department located 
two potential ground water supplies. Each of these well sites, when developed, will 
yield more than 700,000 gallons of pure water per day. Newport is fortunate to have 
these sites and should take all steps necessary to insure their integrity. 


Also, during 1980, T.C.E. was found in minute concentrations in parts of the 
Water Supply system. This chemical, when found in higher concentrations, can be 
harmful. Its source is the lining of some types of AC pipe. Happily, Newport does not 
have a large amount of this pipe in its water system. Guidelines on the control of this 
problem that are being formulated by state agencies have jurisdiction in this matter. 
The Water Department will comply with their regulations to insure that water of 
high quality will continue to be supplied to its customers.

During 1980, upgrading of the Sewage System continued with two construction 
projects. Twenty-four new manholes were installed as part of an infiltration/ inflow 
study of the sewage system. 


The Sunapee Street Ejector Station is presently being replaced by a larger, more 
adaptable Pumping Station. This pumping station should provide years of quality 
service in addition to allowing for continued growth along the Guild Road. 

Also, during 1980, the Sewer Department had a section of the Sugar River, 
adjacent to the Sewage Treatment Plant dredged. The procedure is necessary every 
few years to control errosion of Town and privately owned land. 


The following volumes of sewage were treated in 1980. 


A. Municipal Plant - Putnam Road

Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission and, in July, by the U.S. E.P.A. I 
am happy to report that the Town has maintained an overall excellent rating.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. Forest fire 
prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear since the late 
nineteen forties when a national effort to check the spread of forest fires was 
implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and suppression 
was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before this national campaign, 
when our legislature established our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the 
State has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire 
law enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be approved 
in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest fires must be 
suppressed by he warden and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire 
suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are 
forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperation forest fire program has given New 
Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department responded to 465 calls in 1980. Included in the total were 19 
bell alarms, 189 still alarms, 8 false alarms, 13 out - of - town calls, 5 extra duty calls 
and 231 calls for inspections. 

This year 36 men attended schools and this years training totaled 3,675 hours. 

We purchased a new generator (3000 watts), hose, air masks and new equipment for 
the new fire truck. The new truck was delivered in September of 1980 with a 1,009 
gallon pump, 1,250 gallon water tank, and an International Chassis (diesel powered). 
Also new hi-band radios were purchased for the station and trucks. 

Again this year, Roymal Coatings and Chemical Co., Inc. donated money to the 
department. We wish to thank Mr. Roy Malool for his very generous gift. 

On behalf of the Fire Department personnel, I wish to express our appreciation to 
the other town departments and to the citizens of Newport for their cooperation in 
keeping our fire losses low in 1980.

Center. Among the accomplishments were: The installation of new heaters in the 
gymnasium, the construction of new steps and railings for the side entrance, painting 
of the exterior trim, replacement of broken glass and caulking around windows, the 
insulation of all ceilings with netting being added to protect the insulation from being 
hit, the sealing off of large air leaks around all entranceways, the painting of many 
areas within the center, the refinishing of the gamesroom and gym floors and repairs to 
the score board and clock. 

In addition to work performed on the Community Center, much was accomplished 
in the area of Ballfields, the hockey rink and Wilmarth Park. The little league and the 
softball fields were reworked and baselines renovated. Wilmarth Park was thinned 
and opened up once more. The hockey rink at the High School ws resurfaced with clay 
at a considerable savings thanks to the donation of clay by Mr. Gordon Blood. A new 
water line was extended out to the halfway point at the rink to facilitate flooding 
thanks to donations from the Lions Club and the expertise of Jeff Willett. The side 
boards at the rink were all repaired and cuprinoled. 

In the course of the spring, summer and fall, the maintenance position within the 
department changed hands twice. Larry Russell, Jr. who had been the maintenance 
person in the department for 5 years left us for a job with the School Department in 
June. In his place, Nick Catsam was hired and supervised our maintenance crew until 
the first of November, at which time he left the department and Martin Chamberlain 
was hired. In spite of what seemed to be a series of endless personnel changes, we 
managed to get a lot accomplished. I feel the credit for this should go to Nick Catsam 
for his hard work and initiative over the summer and early fall months, and to the 
excellent work now being performed by our present maintenance supervisor, Martin 
Chamberlain. 

The year saw little change in the kinds of programs offered by the Newport 
Recreation & Parks Department except for changes caused by the unusual winter of 
1980. The lack of snow and good cold weather made skating, snowshoeing and skiing a 
bust. Quite to the contrary, our summer programs were very successful with many 
children and adults participating. 

The Newport Recreation and Parks Department would like to extend its sincere 
thanks to the Parents for Recreation who donated a 1977 Dodge van to the 
department in July. This vehicle has been of great assistance to the Department. 

The Department also extends its thanks to the Recreation Advisory Council, 
Parents for Recreation and all the people who have been so helpful and supportive in 
1980. The Town and the department is in your debt.

At best, it is very difficult to find reliable, conscientious people at the hourly rate we 
can pay. In the past, we have tried to hire students, but they can no longer be excused 
early enough in the day to be helpful. We will, as always, do our best. 

After Memorial Day, using whatever part time help we have, along with our full 
time employees, we continue to maintain the cemeteries. We repair as many graves as 
possible and do any extra projects that time and money allow. 

We have, by request, chained off Maple Street Cemetery. 

Our final late fall clean up includes raking pine needles and cutting brush, especially 
in North Newport, Maple Street, and Pine Grove Cemeteries. 

From December | to April 1, except when we have burials, we work in the Highway 
Department.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


‘The Newport Planning Board meets regularly on the 4th Monday of every month. 
In 1980 we held 12 regular meetings, plus special hearings for a zoning change for 
housing for the elderly. The housing for the elderly amendment was passed at the 
election in November of 1980. In addition, hearings were started proposing a zoning 
change to allow stores in the rural zone and to adopt a building code for chimneys. 
Proposals for subdivisions were heard for 26 applicants with 21 approved creating 31 
new lots in Newport. It appears 1981 will be busier as we will devote an extraordinary 
amount of time to the preparation of a new Master Plan with the help of the Upper 
Valley Planning Agency and the County Engineer. It is expected that all departments, 
committees and special interest groups in Newport will have an active part in this plan.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


In this our second annual report as the Co-directors of the Newport Civil Defense 
Agency we report the following: 

1. During 1980 membership within the Civil Defense unit has increased to 
seventeen, which is eight more than in 1979. 

2. We have reconstructed the Emergency Command Post in the basement of the 
Town Hall and it can be put into use immediately in the event that the emergency 
dispatching system for emergency services ever fail. 

3. We have established a Basic Emergency Management Plan for the Town of 
Newport that has been accepted by the New Hampshire State Civil Defense and by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency. 

4. During the months of April and May the Civil Defense sponsored an 8 Hour 
Basic First Aid Course that was conducted by the American Red Cross for members of 
the Emergency Services within the Town of Newport and also for the general public. 

5. We have filed with the Federal Emergency Management Agency for Federal 
Matching Funds for the Town of Newport to be reimbursed approximately $500.00 
for the fiscal year 1981. Our chances of this being approved seem to be good at this 
point. 

We plan to continue recruitment of members for 1981 and will assist any of the 
departments within the Town of Newport in whatever ways that we can. 

We would also like to say thank you to the citizens of Newport and the Newport 
Lions Club for their support during 1980.

This year the master plan was finalized by Hoyle Tanner Assoc. and presented to the 
Newport Airport Commission. The Commission approved the plan and has presented 
it to the New Hampshire Aeronautic Commission for their approval. 

Mr. Ronald Pfenning resigned from the Airport Commission and was replaced by 
Mr. Arnold Campbell, a Newport Selectman for many years, and very interested in the 
Newport Airport. 

Fine 
weather, and a good turnout added up to a good time for all. We really enjoyed having 
them. 

Activity at the airport has been good, with Commercial and Charter flights 
increasing. Several new planes have taken up residence here.

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NEWPORT HOSPITAL REPORT 


1980 has proven to be the most successful for Newport Hospital in many years. Days 
of treatment to patients increased 28% from 3918 to 5016. Admissions increased 19% 
from 663 to 789 and admissions of Newport residents increased 16% from 488 to 565. 

Emergency Room volume increased 3% from 4843 visits to 6342 visits. This exceeds 
our expectations and, because the Emergency Room is now physically staffed 24 hours 
per day, 1981 has the potential for experiencing this same growth rate. 

The hospital has completed a fund drive to raise money so that we may modernize 
the facility and increase efficiency. Phase one, the purchase of new beds and 
equipment is expected to be completed during the first quarter of 1981. 

The community expressed a desire for maternity services to be provided by the 
hospital. We have fulfilled that need by cooperating with the Dartmouth - Hitchcock 
Medical Center in developing an outpatient obstetrical unit. Pre-natal and Post-natal 
care is provided at Newport Hospital, and delivery is performed at Mary Hitchcock 
Hospital. 

The hospital has refurbished the operating suite and installed new lighting and x-ray 
equipment. A new operating room table donated by the Newport Hospital Auxiliary 
has been ordered and will be installed during 1981. 

In addition, the Carrie F. Wright Quiet Room has been created to provide a quiet 
home like atmosphere for patients and families to talk with physicians and clergy. 

Finally, the hospital received a two year accreditation from the Joint Commission 
on Accreditation for Hospitals. This is the longest accreditation given and reflects the 
high standards maintained by the hospital. 

1981 will be a year to complete projects started during 1980 and to fine tune the total 
operation of the hospital. We will continue trying to attract physicians to the 
community as well as work to meet the needs of the physicians that are currently on 
our staff. 

This year has been a fast moving and exciting one marked by many changes. | wish 
to thank the community and staff for their help in making this happen.

REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


There were 561 calls made in 1980 as well as responses to major fires, football games 
and Town functions where there might be a possible need for emergency care. 

The towns of Croydon, Goshen, Grantham, Lempster and Sunapee are serviced by 
the Newport Ambulance Department. 

There have been three people on the ambulance for the past six months, for better 
patient care, as well as communication and transportation. 

Two people were named as Co-Direetors of the Ambulance Service by the Town 
Manager and Board of Selectmen to replace Royal Wallace, III, who moved to 
Claremont. The two named were senior members of the squad, Mrs. Harry “Babe” 
Frye and Mr. Gordon Blood, Sr.

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REPORT OF THE NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


1980 has been a year of moderate growth in most areas of service for the 
Agency. Skilled Nursing visits have increased except in the area of maternal 
child care. The number of physical and occupational therapy visits has 
increased considerably. Hypertension (high blood pressure) screening, Well- 
Child, Women Infants and Children, and Dental Clinics have all been well 
attended. 


The Newport Area Home Health Agency is funded by third party payers for 
those who have coverage, by the State of N.H. for Maternal Child Health 
Clients, by the United Way for services in the area of child abuse and neglect, by 
town appropriations and by private individuals who can afford to pay for 
services. 


The Agency’s philosophy is to provide needed home health care services to all 
citizens in the area regardless of their ability to pay. The Agency depends heavily 
on the towns to support those who are not able to pay, to do health promotion 
and education and to support clinics. 


1981 finds the Agency with ten employees, mostly part time, ready and able to 
provide a wide range of home health care services to the seven towns it serves.

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LIBRARY ARTS CENTER REPORT 


During the year, 1980, the Library Arts Center, a branch of the Richards Free 
Library, has continued to serve the Newport community through a diversified 
program of educational and cultural classes, gallery exhibits, lectures, films and 
concerts. 

More than 35 classes and workshops for children and adults were offered in 
such subjects as reupholstery, quilting, fly tying, stained glass, lampshades, 
watercolor, speed reading, puppetry, pottery, jewelry and general art. Classes 
were sponsored in part by a grant from the New Hampshire Commission on the 
Arts and the National Endowment for the Arts. 170 area residents participated 
in these classes. 

Between the months of April and December, the Arts Center gallery 
exhibited | 1 shows of locally and internationally known artists and craftspersons. 
Wassell and Jameson, Painting and Sculpture; Pre-School and Elementary 
Children’s Art Show; Goshen-Lempster, Artist in the Schools Exhibit; The 
Upstairs Gallery, Drawings, Paintings and Photography; Lebanon, N.H. Arts 
and Crafts Association Show; The 14th Area Arts Show; The New Hampshire 
Commission on the Arts, Artist in the Schools Artists Show; Jeanne Mellin 
Herrick, Equine Portraits; Art and Artifacts, Native American Portraits by 
John A. Sargent, and New Hampshire Indian Artifacts loaned by Howard 
Sargent, Franklin Pierce College; and the annual Art is Affordable Christmas 
Show and Sale. 

A $1700 grant from the New Hampshire Commission on the Arts, generously 
matched by the Sugar River Savings and the Newport School Board, enabled 
the Library Arts Center to sponsor an “Artist in the Schools” program in 
pottery for the sixth grade students of the Newport Schools. The potter in 
residence was Dwight Graves of Warner, and the coordinating teacher was 
Robin LaRoche, sixth grade teacher. All of the sixth grade students were able to 
Participate in the 30 day program which was held in the Library Arts Center 
studio. 

The Library Arts Center served as the communications center for the “Return 
to the °80’s” Carriage Festival held October 10, 11 and 12, in Newport. The 
festival was a cooperative project, chaired by Jane Elliott, with the Newport 
Historical Society, Friends of the Richards Library, Newport Chamber of 
Commerce, Newport Opera House Association, Newport Hospital Auxiliary 
and the Mountain Valley Riding Club. Despite the down pour on the day of the 
parade, an estimated 2,000 people turned out for the event, including Governor, 
Hugh Gallen. As part of the festival activities, the Library Arts Center gallery 
exhibited painting by Jeanne Mellin Herrick, internationally known equine 
portrait artist. Friends of the Richards Library sponsored a buffet dinner in the 
Arts Center to honor the artist. 

The Library Arts Center helped to sponsor lectures by Nancy Richard, Child 
Readiness Consultant for the Gesell Institute, Howard Sargent, Professor of 
Anthropology, Franklin Pierce College, Energy and Man’s Environment - 
Energy Education in the 1980's, The Two-Headed Cow Puppet Theater for 
Children, Richard Gehrets, folksinger, a Family film series and a trip to New 
York City to see the ‘Picasso: A Retrospective” exhibit. 

The Library Arts Center continued to provide well-appointed space for 
regular organizational meetings, special gatherings and private parties. Newport 
Rotary Club held the weekly luncheon meeting in the gallery, and the gallery 
was selected as the place for a catered family Thanksgiving dinner. 
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Because the Library Arts Center receives no direct funding from the Town, 
nor from the Richards Library, fund raising is an ever-present task for the 
director and trustees of the Arts Center. Generous gifts from a number of 
individuals, organizations and businesses in the area mean the continuation of 
programs and services for the community. 1980 and 1981 memberships show an 
increase in the number of people supporting the Library Arts Center, and a 
broader geographic area which the Arts Center serves. The Library Arts Center 
looks forward to serving the Newport area in the year 1981.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


In the 301 days that the Richards Library ws open in 1980, 2468 library users found 
time to borrow almost 50,000 books, records, magazines, puzzles, pamphlets, and 
framed prints and photographs from the collection. 

The town appropriated funds helped purchase these books and library materials, 
paid the salaries of two full-time and three part-time staff, purchased supplies and 
other operating expenditures, paid the utilities and insurance. 

Your tax dollars helped accomplish the following in 1980: 


Film programs for 1,732 people. 

Filmstrip programs for 216 children. 

Weekly story time programming for preschoolers 

Supplied telephone service to answer your questions 

Reference and research assistance on 1,385 direct requests 

Summer reading club program for 145 children, who read 3,708 books 

* Borrowed 399 books from other libraries through interlibrary loan for our users, 
and loaned 17! books from our collection. 

* Provided copier service at nominal cost. 
Provided free conference room space to organizations and groups 

* Purchased 667 new books

We joined the Librarians of the Upper Valley Coop, which is a group of school and 
public librarians who have joined together to combine their book budgets and receive 
larger discounts on book and library supply purchases. 

Endowment Income 

In addition to town appropriated funds, the library also has endowment income, 
which was utilized in the 1980 budget. Unrestricted income of $6,649.00 was used in 
the general budget for operating expenses. Restricted endowment income was used for 
maintenance and repairs to the building and property ($4,825.00 in the Louise Rollins 
Fund), and $1,443.00 is restricted for the purchase of books only. 

Our biggest project in 1980 was to paint the inside of the building. Interior walls and 
ceilings had not been painted since the move to the Rollins home in 1963. This was 
accompllished with the restricted income from the Rollins Endowment Fund. These 
monies were also used for repairs to the boiler and roof, miscellaneous repairs both 
inside and outside the building, plus regular maintenance including fire extinguishers, 
pest extermination, and carpet cleaning. 
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Gifts and Donations 

Much of the library activity is accomplished with gifts from individuals, groups, and 
the Friends of the Library. Books are donated or purchased as memorials to loved 
ones or simply as gifts to the library collection. Several individuals have loaned 
various items for exhibits in the library display case, contributing to some very 
distinctive exhibits throughout the year. 

Friends of the Library 

The Friends celebrated their 25th anniversary, sponsoring a Christmas open house 
which featured the library decorated in all natural greens by the Newport Garden Club 
members. The high school madrigal singers also presented an informal concert with 
traditional carols. 

The Friends of the Library continue to provide strong financial support, contributing 
their usual $1,000 towards the purchase of books; continuing the library record 
subscription plan, which provides new recordings; purchasing a paperback display 
rack for the young adult collection; and contributing a portion of their income to the 
Friends of the Library Endowment Fund. 

When the library was moved to the Rollins home in 1963, it was estimated that there 
would be adequate space for a 20-year growth period. We are fast approaching 1983, 
and the library collection has doubled in the past 20 years. We are indeed facing the 
need for expansion. The library board of trustees has begun analysis of the building 
problems and options for future expansion. 

In 1980, the Friends of the Library turned over $6,000 to the Board of Trustees, 
which has been designated as the nucleus of a fund for future library expansion. We 
are in the process of developing long range plans for the building and library services 
to the community. We urge all Newport residents to use your public library, be aware 
of what is available to you as a taxpayer -- the public library is here to serve you for the 
rest of your life.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Regular meetings were held on the second Thursday of each month. Functioning as 
a Tree Committee, we supervised the removal of a number of dead and unsightly trees 
in the town, and also arranged for the spraying of town Elm trees, at the same time 
giving opportunity to private owners of trees to have their Elms sprayed. Working in 
conjunction with the Elm Research Institute for the fifth year, about 15 town trees and 
10 privately owned trees were treated to help control Dutch Elm Disease. 

Several Dredge and Fill applications were reviewed and all were acceptable. 

In April the public was invited to our meeting when Jim Johnson, County Agent, 
presented a movie and talk on The Preservation of Prime Agricultural Land in N.H. 
John Pierzchala, student at N.H.S., was sponsored to attend the Society for the 
Protection of N.H. Forests Conservation Camp. 

The trail map of class six roads, developed several years ago, was reprinted and 
copies were distributed through the library, recreation center and information center. 

Two members attended the annual meeting of Conservation Commissions in 
Concord.

To the Citizens of Newport: 


I have been Superintendent of Schools for only three months, having assumed this 
position on October |, 1980. For that reason, this first report is going to briefly review 
the role of the Office of the Superintendent of Schools in this School Administrative 
Unit which was formerly called the Supervisory Union. 

School Administrative Unit #43 is comprised of five school districts, including 
Croydon, Goshen-Lempster Cooperative, Kearsarge Regional, Newport and Sunapee 
School Districts. The reason for combining several districts under a single school 
administrative unit is to consolidate the activities which would be difficult or 
impractical for a single district to undertake individually. 

Some of the functions which our office performs include: budget preparation and 
control; centralized purchasing; building programs and maintenance; recruitment; 
supervision and evaluation of all staff members; coordination of all school programs 
including curriculum; transportation; school lunch; payroll; state and federal 
programs. The idea is to provide the best possible education to our children in the most 
cost-effective manner. 

In this School Administrative Unit we have 3,541 students, 415 staff members, both 
professional and non-professional; we operate eleven school lunch programs which 
feed 2,475 students daily; we transport 3,286 students each day on 37 buses travelling 
2,207 miles. The budgets adopted for 1980-81 total $8,039,055. 18. 

To oversee and manage this School Administrative Unit, our office includes one 
Superintendent of Schools, one Assistant Superintendent for Newport, Sunapee and 
Croydon, one Assistant Superintendent for Kearsarge Regional and Goshen- 
Lempster Cooperative. Our office also includes a Director of Handicapped Services 
(Teacher Consultant position), an Office Manager and three secretaries. 

I want to thank everyone for their outstanding cooperation. It should be reassuring 
to know that we have outstanding people working in the educational field. 

It is my hope that we can continue to provide quality education in a cost effective 
manner in all of the school districts in School Administrative Unit #43.

During the last six months, I have had 
the opportunity to visit the schools, observe classes and talk with teachers, parents 
and students. | have been impressed with the many positive things that are happening 
in our schools.

Newport High School continues as a comprehensive High School accredited by the 
New Hampshire Department of Education and by the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges. 

There is a continuing effort to improve the quality of our educational program. We 
are constantly striving to offer courses to our students that will enable them to find 
their place in society. The areas of reading, writing and math continue to be our chief 
concern. Students in our vocational areas, through the excellent cooperation of many 
businesses in the community, have been able to gain valuable experience on the job 
through the Co-op Program. 

A Discipline Code has been established at Newport High School. The code 
establishes student rights, student responsibilities and the consequences of not 
meeting these responsibilities. The code has been very successful. 

A very successful “Hearing Impaired” program, in cooperation with the Central 
New Hampshire Educational Services, has been established at Newport High School. 
We are very pleased with the results of this program. 

Newport High is in the process of establishing a “Merit Reading“ program for gifted 
students. 

Title lV of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act has provided funds for the 
purchase of Videotape equipment. This equipment is used to make | 2th grade students 
more aware of world, national and local events. 

Title 1V funds have helped to provide a Mobile Resource Center. This Center makes 
resource materials more readily available to students in grades 7-12. 

An “Impact” program (through Title 1V) has been established to help improve the 
achievement of 7th grade students through increased availability of high interest, low 
vocabulary materials. 

Newport High School is working ona Local Educational Improvement Grant. This 
grant would help us establish an enrichment program for the gifted and talented 
student. 

The Student Council at Newport High School continues to be a very active 
organization. A list of their accomplishments are as follows: 


1. Raised $600.00 which was contributed to the Newport Hospital Campaign. 

2. Raised money, with the help of other school organizations, for a new 
school sign which was erected in honor of Gordon B. Flint, the retiring 
school superintendent. 

3. Raised and contributted $200.00 to the Community Fund. 

4. Coordinated a very successful blood-drawing. 

Eleven music students at Newport High School qualified for the All State Band and 
Chorus. 

I, as Principal of Newport High School, am very privileged to have the opportunity 
to work with a very competent teaching staff and with an excellent group of young 
people. These fine young people are a great asset to the community.

I am pleased to submit my twenty-third annual report as principal of Newport’s 
Elementary Schools. Listed below is a brief summary of information to be shared with 
parents and citizens of Newport. 

1. We are all anxious to have children succeed in school. Schools cannot, however, 
provide the sum total of a child’s educational needs. Careful home training, good 
health, religious instruction and a thorough education are the best insurance for the 
future success and happiness of our children. We must be sure that they have these at 
whatever sacrifice. 

2. The total Newport Elementary school enrollment, as of this printing, is over 700 
pupils. This is an increase over last year’s enrollment. Every conceivable area is being 
utilized in both schools for classroom space. 

3. To retain our best teachers and attract other capable teachers to Newport, we 
must continue to have a competitive teachers’ salary schedule, continue improving 
building facilities, reduce classroom size, and provide our teachers with the tools 
needed that would be conducive to the improvement of the education in Newport. 

4. The school staff has continued to work to improve the school program to insure 
avenues of achievement for all our students through participation in Staff Development, 
Career Education and Right to Read programs. 

5. The Accountability.Plan Committee for the Newport School District has 
continued preparing a design showing how the New Hampshire Accountability Plan 
will be carried out. Each school system will be responsible for monitoring pupil 
performance in four state mandated fields of learning. Newport has added a fifth. 

1. New Hampshire History and Government 
2. United States History and Government 

3. Mathematics 

4. The English Language Arts 

5. Science 

6. Federal funds, from Title 1, and Title IV, were used in projects for the 
“educationally deprived” pupils and indirectly benefited all the pupils. 

7. Home rooms are grouped heterogeneously (pupils working with others on a 
different level of achievement). 

8. New books are continually being added to the Towle School Library and the 
Richards School Library. Again, I want to take this opportunity to thank the parents 
and citizens who volunteer countless hours of their free time helping in our schools. 

9. The Towle School and Richards School personnel are doing an excellent job in 
helping meet the energy crisis. 

10. Educational television continues as an aid to teaching. 

11. Towle Elementary School participated in the annual Union-Leader New 
Hampshire State Spelling Bee for the Twenty-third straight year. 

12. The Newport Elementary Physical Educational Club, pupils from Grades 5 and 
6, has continued to raise and donate money for physical education equipment for the 
elementary grades and Towle School Winter Sport’s Program. 
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13. The Towle School and Richards School children, for the twenty-third year, have 
continued to do an excellent job selling tickets for the annual Newport Teacher's 
Scholarship Fund Supper. 

14. Approximately 160 Towle School pupils are bused daily to the Newport High 
School Cafeteria for noon lunch. The Richards School Cafeteria feeds approximately 
300 pupils each day on three shifts. 

15. Requests for referral to Child Guidance Clinic can be made at any time by 
teachers or parents. Some of the Agencies which have been helpful to us include: 

1. Central N.H. Educational Services, Concord, N.H. 
2. Hitchcock Clinic, Hanover, New Hampshire 
3. Counseling Center of Sullivan County - Claremont, N.H. 

16. Towle School and Richards School are participating in the New Horizons 
Foster Grandparent Program. These grandparents help children with special needs on 
a one to one basis in school. 

17. The fifth and sixth grade pupils, of Towle School, participated in the Artist in 
the Schools pottery program which took place in the Library Arts Center. 

18. Fire drills are held unannounced. Children on the second floor of the old 
Richards building have used the fire escape during fire drills. 

I wish to thank all those connected with these schools, parents, and the citizens of 
Newport for their continued fine support and cooperation to make this past school 
year a successful one. | sincerely urge parents and citizens to visit their schools at any 
time throughout the year, because when the partnership between home, the 
community, and school is strong the education of children is good.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF GUIDANCE 
December 20, 1980

Dear Mr. Sokul: 


Our guidance program was initiated to help students develop abilities to make 
sound choices, to be able to handle problem situations, and to isolate learning 
difficulties that might hinder a positive school experience. As Federal legislation and 
the implementation of special services has increased; the time of the school counselor 
has been taken away from individual students. The counselors spend less time with 
students on those services for which they were trained. 

The need remains. Parent and teacher referral of students for guidance services 
remains in excess of 20% of enrollment. Technical assistance to specialists and to 
special programs has become so demanding that it is doubtful if all students, referred 
by parents and teachers, will receive guidance services during the current year. 

It is possible that the accent on special services; to help students remediate learning 
difficulties, will meet some of the needs that counselors have sought to address. 
Self-concepts may improve. Self-confidence may be enhanced by these consultative 
services. However, this approach has not been sufficient in less stressful times. 

It would appear that the role of the guidance program should be reviewed. If the 
formerly recognized needs, for guidance services, are to be met the support for special 
programs and personnel will have to be shared more equitably with other segments of 
the school operation.
